Rezoning along Ligon Mill Road 

The Board approved a request to rezone approximately 6.955 acres located at 0 Ligon 

Mill Road, being Wake County Tax PIN 1830822645, from Conditional Use 

Neighborhood Business (CUNB) to General Residential 10 Conditional District (GR10-

CD). 

 

Property Acquisition (Donation) - Front Street and East North Avenue 

The Board gave consensus for the staff to further review this item as ownership is 

unclear and there is an unknown cost to the Town to determine same.
